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A REVIEW OF 1957 


Before the beginning of a New Year let us briefly 
review the events of the old one. 

Sales were the highest in the history of some com- 
panies but profits were not in the same category. 

National Gypsum Company, long primarly a manu- 
facturer of home building materials, entered the com- 
mercial construction field ‘‘in a major way.” The Com- 
pany put into effect a major reorganization of its sales 
foree designed to bring their salesmen much eloser to 
the high volume industrial and commercial construction 
markets. A total of seven new commercial and industrial 
sales divisions were set up. 

As a part of its general expansion program, and to 
meet the steadily increasing demand for asbestos fibre, 
National Gypsum Company is rushing completion of its 
new plant at Thetford Mines in Quebec, Canada. This 
vast development will be completed and in operation by 
mid-1958 to supply asbestos fibres for the manufacture of 
tiles, automotive gears, clutch facings, brake lining seg- 
ments, braided packing, gaskets, twisted wick, fire-fight- 
ing suits, jet engines, Asbestos-Cement products and in- 
numerable other products of which asbestos fibres are 
an integral part. 

Extensive diamond drilling by Advocate Mines 
Limited on its 1,575 square mile concession in Newfound- 
land during 1956, blocked out a major asbestos deposit, 
ideal for cheap open-pit mining and reserves are expected 
to expand to 50,000,000 tons during 1957. The major oe- 
eurrence lies in the Burlington Peninsula between Notre 
Dame Bay and White Bay in the north-easterly part of 
the island. 

A new Montana chrysotile deposit, situated in meta- 
morphosed limestone, lies in Beaverhead County of south- 
western Montana. The area of the deposit is mountainous 
but is, however, accessible by four wheel drive vehicle. 
The amount of ‘‘ore” contained in this deposit is not 
known at present but the results of limited exploration 
work coupled with the surface exposures of fibre are suf- 
ficient to create much interest in its future. This dis- 
covery becomes even more impressive in light of present 
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HAMBURG II, 
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day shortages of low iron chrysotile. 

Supradur Manufacturing Corporation joined The 
Seagrave Corporation, an old established manufacturer 
of fire engines. Supradur remained a separate corporate 
entity under its present management. 

During the year United States Rubber Company 
broke ground in Philadelphia for a modern branch and 
warehouse. This new branch will represent a total in- 
vestment of more than 5 million dollars including in- 
ventories and accounts receivable. The Company is in- 
vesting a record 40 million dollars during 1957 in the 
expansion and modernization of its plants and branches. 

At Black Lake, Canada, Lake Asbestos of Quebec, 
Ltd., a wholly owned subsidiary of American Smelting 
& Refining Company, New York, is developing an asbestos 
mine and building a mill that will produce about 100,000 
tons of asbestos fibre a year, approximately a 10% addi- 
tion to Canada’s production and a 6% addition to the 
free world’s supply of this raw material. The project is 
unique in that the ore lies under a lake which is the key 
feature in the drainage system of a populated area of 
very heavy rainfall. It is expected that asbestos will be 
produced early in 1958. Since asbestos deposits have been 
mined on either side of Black Lake for many years, it 
was a reasonable assumption to expect that the ore ex- 
tended under the lake. 

In October, The Ruberoid Co., a leading producer 
of asphalt and asbestos building materials, celebrated its 
7lst Anniversary; being founded October 20, 1886. It 
was considered a double celebration—twenty-five years 
ago Ruberoid introduced asbestos-cement siding shingles. 
Now an important company product and one of the na- 
tion’s most popular residential building materials, asbes- 
tos-cement siding was developed by Ruberoid in 1932 
as a means of renovating houses. Prior to that time, 
asbestos-cement shingles had been widely used as a high 
quality roofing. 

American Brake Shoe Company announced the opeén- 
ing of a new plant at Burton Upon Trent, England, under 
eo-ownership with F. H. Lloyd & Co., Limited, British iron

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GAINS FORECAST FOR CONSTRUCTION IN 1958. 


Gains in construction contracts for housing and for 
government-owned facilities will more than offset prospec- 
tive declines in contracts for industrial and commercial 





building in 1958, according to estimates released by the 
F. W. Dodge Corporation, construction news and market- 
ing specialists. This marks the first time that such esti- 
mates are available on a 48-state basis. 

In its annual outlook for the construction industry, 
the Dodge organization estimates that construction con- 
tracts in 1958 will total $33,830,000,000, a gain of five per- 
cent over the expected 1957 level. The outlook statement 
points out however that a portion of next year’s anticipat- 
ed inerease in dollar volume will be accounted for by 
higher construction costs rather than additional physical 
volume. 


Contracts for non-residential buildings in 1958 are 
estimated at $11,570,000,000, only slightly above the 1957 
level. Physical volume, however, as measured by floor area 
is likely to be down two percent in 1958. The spread be 
tween the floor area estimate and the expected dollar vol- 
ume is based on increased costs. 

Residential building contracts next year are expected 
to total $13,760,000,000, up eight percent from the 1957 
ievel. The number of non-farm dwelling unit starts in 
1958 is estimated at 1,075,000, a gain of six percent over 
this year’s anticipated starts. Total floor area involved, 
however, is apt to increase by only five percent reflecting 
the likelihood of a slightly smaller average dwelling unit 
next year- This is expected to result from: (A) continued 
increases in the number of apariment units: and (B) 
gains in the number of houses financed with FHA-insur- 
ed mortgages which are customarily smaller than conven- 
tionally financed homes.. 

Contracts for heavy engmeering construction (public 
works and utilities) in 1958 are likely to total 
$8,500,000,000, according to the statement. This would 
represent an increase of seven percent over the record

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level of 1957. No comparable floor area figure is reported 
for the heavy engineering category since floor area is not 
a measure for such projects as highways, dams, pipe- 
lines, ete. 

The outlook statement, prepared by Dodge vice chair- 
man Thomas S. Holden in collaboration with other Dodge 
staff members, says that ‘The signs and omens for next 
vear seem to point to mild improvement in the construc- 
tion picture as a whole, with some variations in detail. 

‘For total building and engineering contracts in the 
48 states, we estimate $33,830,000,000 for 1958; this would 
be an inerease of five percent over this year. Dollar vol- 
ume of non-residential building contracts is estimated to 
inerease one percent, residential building contracts, to in- 
ereuse eight percent; total building contracts, five per- 
cent; public works and utilities seven percent. Public and 
private ownership projects are expected tc share propor- 
tionately in such increases as take place. 

**Sinece some further rises in construction costs are 
anticipated, physical volumes are likely in some cases to 
inerease by somewhat smaller percentages than dollar 
volumes. 


‘Increases are estimated for edueational buildings, 
hospitals, religious buildings, and residential buildings. 
Moderate declines are indicated for commercial, manufac- 
turing and public buildings, social and _ recreational pro- 
jects, and miscellaneous non-residential buildings. 


‘“We estimate an increase of six percent in the num- 
ber of new non-farm dwelling unit starts. 


‘Conspicuous in any rise in the heavy engineering 
eategory would be increased expenditures for new high- 
way construction. Highway construction volume is almost 
certain to reach a new peak. So also will educational, hos- 
pital, and religious buildings if the estimates here shown 
the realized. The total construction contract figure is also 
estimated to reach a peak next vear. Whether the new 
peaks will seem impressive will depend upon the particu- 
lar sector of the construction industry from which they 
are viewed.

AUTOMOBILE FACTS AND FIGURES 


Five to six billion dollars worth of automotive pro- 
ducts are produced yearly by U. 8. industries other than 
the motor vehicle industry, it is reported by the Automo- 
bile Manufacturers Association. 


This, the AMA says, represents an estimated factory 
employment of 333,000 or more. Added to the 790,000 em- 
ployed in motor vehicle, parts, body and trailer manufac- 
ture, it puts total automotive production employment 
above the 1.1 million mark. 


This 37th edition of AMA’s fact book is packed with 
80 pages of charts and tables dealing with motor vehicle 
production, sales, registrations, vehicle use, highways, 
automotive taxes, employment, and many other related 
topies. 


Among information highlights of the booklet are the 
following: 


Motor vehicle registrations in the U. S. this year 
will reach an all time high estimated at 67,231,000, 
up about two million from the 1956 record. 

The first five states in passenger car registrations 
are California, New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Texas. 

The number of licensed drivers in the U. 8S. reach- 
a new peak of 77,869,000. They accumulated a total 
of 628 billion vehicle miles in 1956, averaging more 
than 8,000 miles per individual. 

In the U. S., 77 per cent of the population 10 years 
of age and older live in households owning automo- 
biles. 

Special taxes on motor vehicle users reached a peak 
$8 billions in 1956. Motor truck taxes alone topped 
$2.1 billions, which exceeded combined ear, truck 
and bus taxes in every year prior to 1946.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 





General business continues reasonably good but busi- 
ness sentiment is in many cases lacking in optimism at 
least so far as the near future is concerned. Russian 
achievements in the missile field must lead to a reevalua- 
tion of our defense spending policies and will no doubt 
result in increased expenditures for certain weapons 
systems, both in research and production areas. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s approval of lowering the discount 
rate indicates a change in policy and a recognition of the 
fact that the previous ‘‘tight money” policy had defi- 
nitely slowed inflation to the point where an actual de- 
flationary trend had started. It remains to be seen how 
quickly the effects of this ‘‘shot in the arm” will make 
themselves apparent in a leveling off or an upward turn 
in various sectors of the economy. The stock market re- 
acted favorably to this news only to be shaken badly by 
reports of the President’s latest illness. The latter reac- 
tion, however, was of a one-day nature based on emotion 
rather than reason and the losses were quickly recovered. 
We are still in a period of readjustment which is ex- 
pected to last well into 1958. During this period we may 
expect strong cross-currents affecting different industries 
in different ways and degrees. Despite this ever changing 
picture it is not anticipated that a real recession is in the 
making at this time. 

ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 


Shipments of asbestos fibre for November are expect- 
ed to run about the same rate as October. 

While there has been some ease-off in the demand 
for domestic requirements due to heavy shipments dur- 
ing the month of September in anticipation of the price 
increase, foreign shipments are making up the difference. 

The usual pick-up in foreign shipments prior to the 
close of navigation accounts for the sustained export 
demand.

Asbestos Textiles. Some slight increase in the tex- 
tile market has been experienced within the past 45 days. 
This is not accepted as a trend, but to the contrary be- 
lieve that for the next several weeks the demand for 
asbestos textiles will be at a very low ebb. Since Navy 
business is in the upswing safety clothing is in demand. 


Asbestos Brake Lining. The resale market fell off 
slightly in September, leveled out in October and is now 
about a stand off with 56. However, expect to end the 
year 5 to 8% ahead of last year. The equipment market, 
naturally, is on the up-swing due to introduction of the 
new models. 


Asbestos Paper. Orders for this material have slowed 
down considerably ; production capacity being well above 
sales. The market for Millboard remains about the same 
as for the past several months and competition is keen 
for available business. Sales for Satwrated Paper are 
seasonably low and behind production. 


Insulation. High Pressure. Very little chenge has 
been experienced in the market since a month ago. It is 
estimated that present volume will continue for at least 
another month or two as the business being enjoyed is pre- 
dicated on requirements that were sold several months 


ago. 


Insulation. Low Pressure. There has been little 
change in this market and competition remains keen. 


Asbestos Cement Products. This market remains 
seasonally good. 

The market for Corrugated and Flat is running 
steady but somewhat slow. Volume for the year is ex- 
pected to be below that of last vear. 

Order placements to-date for Roofing & Siding are 
considered normal and seasonal with volume on same 
level as 1956.

BUILDING 


Construction contracts for most major categories rose 
in October, as compared with the same month of last year, 
pushing the total contracts to $2,613,791,000, an increase 
of seven percent over October, 1956. 


The October figures, reported by F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration, construction news and marketing specialists, 
show that one of the sharpest rises was in residential 
building, with the October total of $1,165,380.000, some 
11 percent ahead of last vear. The number of dwelling 
units covered by the residential contracts in October was 
89,375, up seven percent from October, 1956. The dwell- 
unit rise, the Dodge figures indicated, was accounted for 
entirely by apartment buildings and two-family houses, 
with one-family units down one percent from last year. 


October non-residential building contracts, at $910,- 
219,000, were five percent ahead of the same month of last 
year, with commercial, industrial and educational build- 
ings, contributing to the rise. 


Heavy engineering contracts in October totalled 
$538,192,000, an inerease of two percent over October, 
1956. This two pereent increase was the net result of a 
very large increase in public utility contracts being sub- 
stantially offset by a 25 percent decline in public works 
contracts. 


Dodge vice-chairman Thomas S. Holden said the Oc- 
tober figures ‘‘indicate renewed strength in the construe- 
tion industry with probably favorable implications for 
the months ahead.” 


‘‘Tt is encouraging,” Mr. Holden said, ‘‘to see con- 
tracts for industrial building rising after several months 
of decline, and the October contracts give further reason 
to believe that the housing upturn which began in July is 
solidly based. The trend in construction, plus good re- 
ports on automobile production, seem to indicate that 
these two industries may once again be operating to off- 
set such declines as may take place from here out in other 
industries.”
